The timid, diffident, some- 
what shy person is to be pitied through 
life, for there aro snrcio be many times 
when embarrassment and distress will bo 
his portion. But the shy, self-conscious 
boy or girl is apt to carry it oft by a:i extra 
amount of self-assertion, which makes a 
combination of the brusque and tho apolo- 


. gctiein the manner. Children who have 


been too much Kept back by •-heir parents, 
and allowed too little opportunity °C ming- 
ling with well-mannered grown people, aro 
tho greatest sufferers from this particular 
awlavardness of deportment'. 


A potent cause of awkwardness in young 


people is, however, the neglect of good 
manners at homo. 
Perfect courtesy be- 


tween the younger ar.d tho elder members 
of thu household insisted upon, and prac- 
tised as a matter of cou rse, goes far to save 
children from being awkward aad un- 
trained in appearance when they reach 
sweet sixteen.—C/irMfoii fit n'ork.
